The party included John Hay, the 
United States ambassador, and his wife 
and daughter; Henry White, secretary 
of the United States embassy; J. R. Car* 
ter, second secretary of the embassy; 
Lord Strathiona and Mount Royal. 
The menu, which was specially de­ 
signed for the occasion, was ornamented 
with American nnd British flags, and 
over the seat of th? chairman was an 
enormous nag if 
Aas list of toasts was 
long. 
When the h eL » of Ambassador Hay 
was proposed b* responded 
with a 
bright speech. 
IU sketched the origin 
of the day, which began, Lo said; 
••In that pathetic thank offering of 
our forefathers whoa they were keep­ 
ing alight the spark of freedom which 
was destined to kindle into such a bea­ 
con blaze enlightening and admonish­ 
ing the world. Some of our peculiar 
institutions,” 
continued 
Mr. 
Hay, 
"thank heaven we have lost. The worst 
passed away in the tempest of the war 
it caused, but this, the most unques­ 
tionably peculiar of all, we eau trust to 
abide with us forever. This is one of 
the few things we can do that offends ! 
no bode, tares*on* no one and competes j 
with no one. There can never be too 
much gratitude in the world. 
Mr. Hay then paid an eloquent tribute 
to "the unknown, nannies* artist, who 
in the days of «arly New England Aret 
brought to perfection the pumpkin pie’ . 
He indorsed Benjamin Franklins sug­ 
gestion that the turkey should be the 
national emblem instead of tlie eagle, 
"who with aristocratic profile, loud 
voice and predatory disposition, hardly 
commends himself as the emblem of 
modest, industrious and oouscientions 
democracy, while the turkey, like a true 
alt rn nu exists ouly for the good of 
others and perishes by thousands yearly 
for the public welfare.

Lieutenant Jarvis Undertake* to Carry 
Ald to Two Hundred aud Forty Men 
Whose Vessel* Are Frozen In the Arc­ 
tic Ocean—Thousand* of Mile* to Ile 
Traveled With Reindeer*. 


Seattle, Wash., Nqv. 26.—Lost night 
the revenue cutter bear, in command of 
Captain Tuttle, started for the Arctic 
ocean oil the most momentous expedi­ 
tion in aid of suffering humanity under­ 
taken in recent years. 
Eight steam 
whaling barks, with crews aboard, num­ 
bering 240 men, are frozen in the Arctic 
ocean between Point Barrow, the m ost1 
northerly point of the North American j 
continent, aud Herschel island. 
Hie 
result of the attempt to get food to the _ 
whalers in the Arctic ocean is of great: 
interest, and the return of the Bear, her ( 
officers fioshcd with success or crestfal­ 
len in failure, will be looked forward to 
with rare anxiety. 
Sledge Wand. which Captain Tuttle 
hopes to reach, lies 50 milos south of 
Port Clarence, from which point au over- 
Land expedition, headed by Lieutenant: 
D. II. Jarvis, will proceed by reindeer ; 
aud dog teams through the dim an tic 
twilight. 
They will face a journey of ! 
1,0)) miles over the northern part of; 
Alaska in the dead of winter. 
Should 1 
they re ich Point Barrows they will find 
fonr of the imprisoned whalers. 
After 
that 400 miles of toe must be crossed to 
succor the (Miler vessels near Herschel 
Island. Sledge Island is 70 miles south , 
of Port Clarence and six miles off shore, 
From there 
Point 
Rodney 
can be 
reached. 
At that point there are about 
300 reindeer, aud these, added to what 
can be obtained at Port Clarence and 
Point Hope, will mqke a herd of about 
800. 
Lieutenant Jarvis has made eight 
cruises to the Arctic. 
He is first officer 
of the Bear and is in every way compe­ 
tent for the undertaking. He is 44 years 
of age. 
He has a wife and child rn New 
Bedford, Mas,., whom he has been vis 
iring, and it was from the home with 
which he was inst beginning to renew 
happy acquaintances that he volunteered 
for the cheerless task before him. 
In answer to a question as to whether 
he thought he would succeed, Lieuten 
ant Jarvis said: "la m not in this ex­ 
pedition to fail." 
Miner W. Bruce, a tooted Alaskan 
traveler, believes the expedition will be 
a failure. 
He also thinks the impris 
oned men have enough food to keep 
them alive, although lacking variety. 
Bruce, who knows Alaska like a book, 
says he would start the overland expe­ 
dition from Edmoudtou, B. C., aud 
thence bv a route following the Mac 
kenzie river to its month. 
Captain Humphrey, euperinteudent of 
tho Pacific Steam Whaling company, 
does not believe the expedition will suc­ 
ceed 


Tariff Clause Iii Npaln’s Propose*! 
Miicil Commission. 
Madrid, Nov. 26.—The clause in re­ 
lation to the tariffs in the government ’a 
proposed scheme of autonomy for Cuba 
provides for the creation of a mixed 
commission to be composed of Cubans 
and Spaniards, which is to fix the tar­ 
iffs. The rates fixed by the commission 
are to be adopted by the Cuban chaumer 
of deputies and then approved by the 
Spanish cartes before t hey become eff fic­ 
tive. 
Should the mixed commission 
come to a deadlock, the cones is to be 
the arbiter of the question at issue. 
Prime Minister Sauasta has received 
over IOO dispatches freon persons and 
organizations in Catalonia, Biscay and 
other provinces asking that the au­ 
tonomy scheme be suspended. 
A mem­ 
ber of the cabinet said yesterday, how­ 
ever, tliat the opposition to the scheme 
must soon cease. "Naturally, 1 he added, 
"the proposed reforms were opposed by 
a number of persons who. by the past 
system had amassed great riches, but 
the government was determined to carry 
out what is considered a patriotic work 
and its decisions must be respected." 
It is expected that the m im icry of the 
colonies will be abolished after the ap­ 
plication of the reforms and colonial af­ 
fairs will be conducted by the prime 
minister. 
The Official Gazette this morning pub­ 
lishes two decrees signed by the queen 
regent and by Senor Sagasta, the pre­ 
mier. The first decree applies to the 
Antilles the laws inscribed in the first 
chapter of the Spanish constitution, 
with a guarantee of the application of 
the general laws. 
The second decree extends to the An­ 
tilles the universal suffrage law of 189). 
I 
According to the law of Juue 26, I bin), 
the electoral qualification was held by 
all male Spaniards 25 years of ago who 
enjoy all civil rights aud have been citi­ 
zens of a municipality for at least two 
years. 
Spanish imports into Cuba are to have 
preferential rights, varying from 20 to 
35 per cent over those of other countries.

Right on the western borders of the 
land, and upon the numerous islands 
and peninsulas which are the common 
natural features of this broken part of 
the Irish coast, the kelp gatherers live. 
In a certain sense they seem to be an 
amphibious sort of folk aud draw their 
sustenance, apparently always more or 
less scanty and precarious, from sea and 
land alika 
Let us picture their exist­ 
ence for a moment, such as we may see 
It on the island of Mynish, not far from 
Roundstone bay, off the Galway coast. 
Imagine an island, about 12 miles in 
circumference, connected with the main­ 
land by a kind of viaduct recently con- 
structeid by government, low lying and 
wind swept by the numerous gales of 
ocean, but crowded with a popnla 
lion of several hundrod human beiuga 
Every little cove or bay will have its 
cluster of cottages, with their fishing 
boats anchored close by, ready to run 
down the bay for mackerel or to fetch 
a load of kelp from the neighboring 
rocks when wind and weather permit. 
The surface of the island itself, 
which is strewn with huge granite 
stones and bowlders, is parceled ou t' 
with the most exact and scrutinizing' 
jealousy, and if yon attempt a short cut 
across country from one point to anoth I 
er your way is blocked by a continual 
succession of loosely constructed stone 1 
walls serving as partitions between an 
innumerable series of diminutive plots 
So intricate and puzzling is the arrange­ 
ment of these plots that you are not at 
all surprised to hear that they are a 


across a little circle of stone in a retired 
nook. You need not puzzle long over it 
as if it were some archaeological Aud, 
for it is simply the foundation of a kelp 
stack that has been piled up inside it, 
aud the calcined appearance of 
the 
stones, together with the ashes around 
them, will immediately reveal its use to 
you. 
Far away along tho windings of 
some distant cove you will often see the 
smoko of these kelp fires rolling heavily 
out to sea, aud tho kelp stacks them­ 
selves are among the common objects of 
the seashore, with the long trailing kelp 
weed drooping down their sides These 
have lieeu won with much labor from 
the deep, aud t he y< arly wage paid to 
the Mynish islanders by tho kelp com­ 
pany is nearly £2.060 
Kelp is, indeed, the main source of 
their wealth, and many a voyage has to 
bo taken before a ton of kelp is procured. 
Tho weed bums down to a viscous, ge­ 
latinous mass under the action of the fire 
aud thou coolsdowu to hard and rugged 
blocks 
The kelpers live on fish, milk, 
tea. bread and eggs chiefly, but seldom 
on botchers meat and bacon, for the 
pig is really the ‘jiutlemau that pay* 
the riut ’* 
JStili, in spite of hardships, 
the kelpers are stroug aud healthy men. 
They would make splendid recruits for 
the uavy, but if they leave their native 
rocks they fimj their way to the United 
States or our colonies. —St James Ga­

As far as accommodation is concerned, 
there are only two rooms on the ground 
floor—one to be used as a kitchen and 
sitting room, tho other to sleep in, no 
mutter tho number of the family party 
Sometimes there is a kind of loft over­ 
head on tho kitchen, where some of the 
occupants can sleep Outside there is no 
pigsty or cowshed or any other “office” 
which we are accustomed to connect 
with the ideas of comfort and decency, 
lu cold aud rough weather the pig and 
even the cow are admitted to the hospi­ 
tality of the hearth, aud this accounts 
for their very friendly aud sociable 
character 
As far as “rint’’ is con­

R ight on the w estern borders of tho 
land, and upon the num erous islands 
and peninsulas w hich are the common 
natural features of this broken par! of 
the Irish coast, the kelp gatherers live. 
In a certain sense they seem to be an 
am phibious sort of folk aud draw their 
sustenance, apparently always more or 
I OMI scanty and precarious, from sea and 
land alike. 
Let os picture their ex ist­ 
ence for a mom ent, such as we may see 
it on the island of M ynish, not far from 
Roundstone bay, off the G alw ay coast. 
Im agine an island, about 13 m iles ia 
circum ference, connected w ith the m ain­ 
land by a kind of viaduct recently con­ 
structed by governm ent, low lying and 
wind swept by the num erous gales of 
ocean, but crowded 
w ith a 
popula 
tion of several hundred hum an beings: 
Every little cove or bay w ill have its 
cluster of cottages, w ith their fishing 
boats anchored close by, ready to run 
down the bay for mackerel or to fetch 
a load of kelp from the neighboring 
rocks when wiud and w eather penult. 
The surface of the island itself, 
which is strew n w ith huge granite 
stones aud bowlders, is parceled out J 
w ith the most exact and scrutinizing 
jealousy, and if you attem pt a short cut 
across country from one point to anoth I 
er your way is blocked by a continual 
succession of loosely constructed stone 
wails serving as partitions between an 
innum erable series of dim inutive plots 
So intricate and puzzling is the arrange 


across a little circle of stone in a retired 
nook. 
Yon need not puzzle long over it 
as if it were some archaeological find, 
for it is sim ply the foundation of a kelp 
stack that has been piled up inside it, 
aud the calcined appearance of 
the 
stones, together w ith the ashes around 
them, w ill im m ediately reveal its use to 
I you. 
F ar away along the w indings of 
some distant cove you w ill often see the 
smoke of these kelp fires rolling heavily 
ont to sea, and the kelp stacks them ­ 
selves are am ong the common objects of 
the seashore, wit ii the loug trailing kelp 
weed drooping down their sides. These 
have been won w ith much labor from 
the deep und the y< arly wage paid to 
the Mynish islander* by the kelp com­ 
pany is nearly 1*2,000 
Kelp is, indeed, the m ain source of 
their wealth, and many a voyage has to 
be taken before ii ton of kelp is procured. 
The weed burns down to a viscous, ge­ 
latinous mas.* under the action of the fire 
and thou cools down to hard aud rugged 
blocks 
The kelpers live on fish, milk, 
tea, bread aud eggs chiefly, but seldom 
on butchers m eat and bacon, for the 
pig is really the “ jiutlem au that pays 
the rin t ” 
Still, in spite of hardships, 
the kelpers are strong and healthy men. 
They would make splendid recruits for 
the navy but if they leave their native 
rocks they fiiaj their way to the United

As fur as accom modation is concerned, 
there are ouly tw o rooms on the ground 
floor—one to be used as a kitchen and 
sitting room, the other to sleep in, no 
m atter tho num ber of the fam ily party 
Sometimes there is a kind of loft over­ 
head on tho kitchen, w here some of the 
occupants cain sleep. O utside there is no

A QUORUM O F C O N G R ESS. 


M u c h ItMMincM T r a n s a c te d W i t h o u t O n a 
P r iv ile g e s o f R e p r e s e n ta tiv e * . 
In “ This Country of Ours,” in The 
Century, ex-President Harrison gives 
this interesting view of the workings of 
congress: “ A m ajority of each house, 
under the constitution, constitutes a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 
Lf a quorum is not present and that fact 
is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, busi­ 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But the members present are empow­ 
ered by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and ‘to compel the attend­ 
ance of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house 
may provide:’ A great deal of business is 
done in both the senate and the house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call. The sergeant-at- 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
social receptions and dinners, but al­ 
ways im unwelcome cue wben.be rome* 
to demand the attendance of truant sen­ 
ators ca* members upon their respective 
houses. One-fifth of the numburs pres­ 
ent may demand a vote bv yeas and 
nays, aud the vote m ust be recorded ta 
the journal which each hous# is required

R ight on tho w estern borders of tho 
land, and upon the nnm erons islands 
and peninsulas w hich are the common 
natural features of this broken pari of 
tho Irish coast, the kelp gatherers live.

Every little cove or bay w ill have its 
cluster of cottages, w ith their fishing 
boats anchored close by, ready to run 
down the bay for mackerel or to fetch 
a load of kelp from the neighboring 
rocks when wind and weather permit.

w hich is strewn w ith 
huge granite 
stones aud bowlders, is parceled out J 
w ith the most exact and scrutinizing 
jealousy, and if you attem pt a short cut 
across country from one point to anoth i 
er your way is blocked by a continual 
succession of loosely constructed stone 
Pick Me 
w alls serving as partitions between an 
innum erable series of dim inutive plots 
So intricate and puzzling is the arrange­ 
m ent of these plots that you are not at 
all surprised to bear that they are a ' 


across a little circle of stone in a retired 
nook. 
You need not puzzle loug over it 
as if it were some archaeological find, 
for it is sim ply the foundation of a kelp 
stack that has been piled up inside it, 
aud the calcined appearance 
of 
the 
stones, together w ith the ashes around 
them , w ill im m ediately reveal its ase to 
you. 
Far aw ay along tho w indings of 
som e distant cove you w ill often see the 
smoko of these kelp fires rolling heavily 
ont to sea. and the kelp stacks them- 
selves are among the common objects of 
the seashore, w ith the loug trailing kelp 
weed drooping down their sides. These 
have been won w ith much labor from 
the deep aud the y< arly w age paid to 
the Myutah islanders by the kelp com ­ 
pany is nearly L‘2 , 0 0 0 
Kelp is, indeed, the main source of 
their w ealth, and many a voyage bas to 
bo taken before ii ton of kelp is procured. 
The weed burns down to a viscous, ge­ 
latinous mass nuder the action of the fire

The kelpers live on fish. m ilk, 
tea. bread and eggs chiefly, bat seldom 
on batchers meat and bacon, for the
